JUNE 1. IT IS VERY IMPORTANT THAT THIS MESSAGE EITHER 
REACH THE MINISTER PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE TO PARIS OR, IF 

HE HAS ALREADY DEPARTED, THAT HIS GOVERNMENT INEORM HIM 
OE ITS CONTENTS. 

2. QUOTE: DEAR MR. MINISTER: I LOOK EORWARD WITH 
PLEASURE TO JOINING YOU AT THE CONEERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION IN PARIS ON MAY 30. IT IS MY HOPE, 

WHICH I AM CONEIDENT YOU SHARE, THAT THE SUCCESSEUL 
CONCLUSION OE THE CONFERENCE WILL MARK A NEW STAGE IN 
COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

3. THE PARIS CONEERENCE HAS ALREADY GIVEN IMPORTANT
